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Conference Probes Violence In the Asian Community

OAKLAND 一 Atan unprecedented 
two and ahalf day conference last week on 
violence and crime in the Asian American 
communities, the tone was Set by two 
Asian American leaders. 

In the opening Sesslon, Prany R. 
Sanikone, asSistant director of the United 
Cambodian Community in Long Beach 
detaiied the immilgrant advocate perspec- 
tive when he reported that In Long Beach 
in 1980, out of 10,000 Southeast Asians， 
ihere were 75$00 Cambodians. In 1987，onlt 
of $2,200 Southeast Asians, there were 
37,500 Cambedians. Witt the fast- 
changing demographics came an increase 
in crime and violence. 

“The reasons why we have prOblems 1S 
because we are having artijentity crisis， 
losing our traditional values and Some of 
us wanting to make the fast acK are 
dealing in drugs. 

Adding historical perspective Was 
Allan Seid, national presldent of Asian 
Americans for Community Involvement. 
Seid pointed out that “Crime and Violence 
against the Asian community is not 
Something that just began. Over a century 
ago this country Started to Practice racial 
discrimination against Asians by Singling 
out ASians to be excluded from becoming 
citizens and excluded Asians from entering 
this Country.” 

Seid criticized the Oakland Unified 
School District which, he said in recent 
years did not care whether it was in Or Out 
of compliance with federal and state laws 
in regard to bilingual education. Oakland 
minority parents had to fight their School 
district in Court Only when the parents 
won the case did the School district started 
to follow the law. But this represented a 
loss of seven years during which the

OAKLAND MODEL 

Oakland was chosen for the conference 
Site because it has an Asian advisoOry 
committee which has become a modelfor 
other cities to learn how to deal with crime 
and violence in the Asian community. 

Principal Jane Searight of Oakland S 
Westake Jr. High School brought five of 
her Asian stuidents to give their views. One 
Succincty putit: “We formed an Asian 
gang for Self-protecticn because one day 


one of us was walking home alone and a 
bunch of black students started to beat him 
up for no reason at all. But once our 
principal got us together, we have learned to 
know each other and we have become good 
friends.” 

Lt. Shuta of the Concord Police Depart- 
ment related that “in the beginning of 19853， 
Concord was listed as one of the 和 ve most 


peaceful places to live in the United 9tates. 
By the end of the year it was in tumult 
because of a stabbing of two black Ameri- 
cans and of a hanging of a black American. 
These incidents were thought to be 下 KR 
related. 1 

“What we did was create a culture 
awareness of the different minorities living 
in OUr midst We were able to change the 
perception that the minorities have of us， 
because we have developed good commnu- 
nity relations by good dialogue with them. 
We now have become a model.…

When Chancellor Ira Michael Heyman 
of the University of California, Berkeley， 
made his extraordinary public apology to 
the Asian American community for his 
mishandling of the admission issues 
during a legislative hearing in Sacramento 
on January 26, he also made an equally 
extraordinary public commitment to 
appoint Asian Americans to top executive 
positions in his administration.“I am 
Undertaking a very serious effort to in- 
clude (Asian Americans) in the executive 
program in the chancellor's office as 
Opportunities present themselves,”he told 
the Assembly Subcommittee on Higher 
Education. 

We have learned that the first such 
opportunity has come. The chancellorS 
office has two vacancies: Vice Chancellor 
for Undergraduate Affairs and Executive 
ASSistant to the Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs. 

According to a recent Survey by 
Chinese for Affirmative Action (See re- 
lated letterD), of the 102 top-level adminis- 
trative positions on the Berkeley campus， 
there are 69 white males, 20 white 
females, 8 black males, 1 black female, 2 
Hispanic males, 1 Asian male and 1 
American Indian female. The lone Asian， 
not a line position, provides academic 
SupDport Services for Student athletes. 

By any standard, Asian Americans have 
been effectively kept out of the admini- 
stration of a campus with a studentbody 
of 23% Asian Americans. We wonder 
how Asian American concerns and 
perspectives are reflected in the 
chancellor s day-to-day decision-making 
process and what kind of advice he has 
been getting on issues affecting the rights 
and well-being of Asian American 
faculty, staff and students.， 

We know there is Asian American 
talent, on and off campus. Prof Tien 
Chang-lin of Berkeley's Mechanical En- 
gineering Department Soon to be the 
Executive Vice Chancellor of UC Irvine， 
is obviously a talent passed over by the 
Berkeley campus, but recognized by 
another UC campus (E/AW 3/12/88). We

After three and a half years of a criminal 
investigation, legal and diplomatic ma-

were finally able to convict Tung Kuei- 
Sen, One of the assassins of Chinese 
American journalist Henry Liu and to 
Sentence him to 27 years in state prison， 
asSentence to be Served after a 20-year 
federal prison Sentence for drug traffick- 
ing in New York. 

In pronouncing her sentence, San 
Mateo 9uperior Court Judge Margaret 本 . 
Kemp correcty called the killing an act 
of political terrorism.”In fact during 
his trial Tung openly confessed to killing 
Liu as part of a political assassination 
ordered by high-level officials in the 
Taiwan government including Chiang 
Hsiao-wu, Son of the late president 
Chiang Ching-kuo and grandson of Gen- 
erallsSsimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Unfortunately, Tung's conviction does 
not mean that justice has been obtained 
forLiu and his family or that the case is 
closed. Tung happens to be the lowest 
and least fortunate man on the totem 
pole of those involved in the assassina- 
ton. Immediately above him is the 
leadership of Taiwan's underworld or- 
ganization, the United Bamboo Gang， 
Which was retained by the head of 
Taiwan's equivalence of our CIA， 
Admiral Wang Hsi-ling. If the testimo- 
nies of these conspirators can be trusted 
Adm. Wang received his order from 
even higher up in the Taiwan govern- 
ment. All of them have escaped indict- 
ment and prosecution by our judicial 
System because, they have Successfully 
used Taiwan as a Sanctuary and the 
Taiwan government has steadfastly 
refused US Congressional demands for 
their extradition. Meanwhile, the Reagan 
administration has remained silent on the 
Liu case and has refused to treat it as an 
actof international terrorism ， 

Bub we remain hopeful that the truth 
in the case wil come to light and the 
perpetrators eventually brought to 
justice，

To Teach Their Children

SAN FRANCISCO - Young children 
who immigrate with their families into the 
Us with litte or no formal schooling in 
their native countries often have difficulties 
learning，because everything is foreign to 
them. 

A worst case Scenario, according to 
SF'S Chinese Education Center resource 
teacher Larry Luilils that these immigrants 
become high school dropouts [or high 
School graduates] who aren't even mono- 
lingual.“They aren'tliterate in either 
Chinese or English. Their speech is broken 
English and their Chinese isn?t fluent?” 

Schools like the Chinese Education 
Center，at 657 Merchant SL on the edge of 
Chinatown, provide a transitign for over 
200 recent immigrants students in kinder- 
garten through the 和 fth grade. After one 
year at the center, the students enter Tegular 
Schools. 

The center, part of the SF Unified 
School District [SFUSD], emphasizes using 
the Students ”native language to increase 
the learning of English. 

Lulexplained，Recently immigrated 
Students will learmn concepts most readily in 
the language they know best For example 
we 1l teach the concept of gravity in 
Chinese. When they come across the 
concept im English, they”ll understand it 
and the students will just have to change 
the label.” 

Arecent center workshop, funded by 
the SEEducation Fund, focused on getting 
parents involved in this education procesS. 
The non-profit Education Fund provided 
$750 for books for study at hbome and a 
stipend for a consultant, Lisa Shek, a 
Tesource teacher with the SFUSD?s 
Bilingual Department to conduct three 
woOIkshops. Lui, who wrote the project

Proposal, Said that Chinese American 
immigrant parents“ “feel its not their role to 
be involved in their children':s education. 
They think the teachers are the ones who 
Should solely educate their children.” 

The project “Reading Chinese at 
Home”Pprovides Chinese story books for 
the parents to read to the children. Shek 
noticed that parents“come with litte 
knowledge of bilingual education. They all 
want their children to learn English，of 
Course. 工 was impressed with the parents” 
positive reaction to the project.” 

Encouraging the use of Chinese not 
only helps the children learn English, but 
increases their knowledge of Chinese， 
According to Lui, the children don't have a 
Solid base in the Chinese language, and 
parents “don tbelieve us when wetell them 
most of the younger immigrant children 
growup and don tspeak much Chinese.” 

She pointed out that she has suggested 
to the parents to take their children to the 
]ibraries, especially the Chinatown Branch 
Which has extensive Chinese language 
materials, So that the parents can get more 
materials for their children. 

“Most of them didn't Know how to use 
the libraries previously. But now all of the 
parents have gotten library cards and are 
taking their children to the library.” 

Luiadmitted that the 30 families that 
participated in the workshop did so largely 
to get the free books for their children， 
“Many don'thave alotof money to buy 
much for their children.” 

But Lui pointed out that parents really 
learn how an active involvement in their 
children's education can be beneficial. 
Shek added that one clear indirect benefit is 
that the program fosters more closeness 
between parents and their children by 
requiring them to spend more time to- 
gether.
